Board ot Education Prosants

Indianapolis, Oct. 20.—Figures j^re-, 
pared in the office of the state super* 
intendent of public instruction relative . 
to the per capita eiost of education in j 
the common and high schools in the 
state have disclosed the fact that dur- j 
ing the school y ear of 1907-1908 the 
per capita cost in all such schools, 
based on the actual enumeration, the 
basis of which the state school fund j 
of approximately $4.50 a pupjl is dis­ 
tributed, was $17.49. 
Based on the actual enrollment, the 
cost was $25.26, while based on the 
actual attendance, it was $31.70. The 
figures given above are much higher 
than if 
the common schools alone 
were considered, since the per capita 
in this class of schools runs from $25 
in the smaller cities to $65 in the Man­ 
ual Training high school in this city . 
No figures were made relative to the 
*er capita in the common schools 
alone. 
The governor’s purpose in seeking 
the per capita in the common and high 
schools was to ascertain the difference 
between the cost of a pupil in these 
schools and the cost in the three state 
institutions of higher education, which, 
in the conference, was reported as 
follows: 
Indiana university , 
$162; 
Purdue university , $159.20; state nor­ 
mal school, $107. 
The three state 
schools had an enrollment of 5,604 in 
1907-1908, while the enrollment in the 
fommon and high schools of the stata 
was 531,731.

And et*£ n the fastest ships have 
proved that the turbine drive is very 
costly . 
Ship turbines take too much 
steam. This means an excessive cost 
in fuel and a serious reduction in 
profits. It also means au excessive en­ 
croachment of bunker aud boiler and 
engine room space. 
Pro pellers Must Mo v e Slo wly . 
A steam turbine is most efficient— 
that is to say . a pound of steam does 
the most work in it—w hen the motor is 
driven at a high speed. 
But the pro­ 
pellers of a ship are most efficient, they 
do the most work per pound of steam, 
when they turn at a low speed. 
The 
faster a propeller turns the smaller it 
must be in proportion to the work it 
has to do, the size of the ship it has to 
drive. 
The propellers of the turbine 
driven Mauretania are not more than 
eighteen feet in diameter. They turn 
1G5 to 170 times a miuute. They are 
smaller than the propellers of the Kai­ 
ser Wilhelm der Zweite. which revolve 
ninety to a hundred times a minute 
and are driven by reciprocating en­ 
gines. 
All turbine ships have their 
propeller shafts connected direct to the 
turbines. Therefore the turbine speed 
and the propeller speed must be the 
same. This is a serious disadvantage, 
because the turbine is a high speed en­ 
gine which has to work slowly and the 
propeller Is a low* speed appliance 
which has to work too fast.

Elgin, 111., Oct. 20.—Before an audi­ 
ence that jammed the opera house 
here, Speak er Joseph 'G. Cannon of 
th e national house of representatives 
poured hot shot into the rank s of the 
insurgents. 
Mr. Cannon, standing on 
dtptoe, with his hands straight up and 
that famous left forefinger wigwagging 


uiai Mr. row ier tried to block tne will 
of (lie majority and that the majority 
had to put Mr. Fowler to one side. 
,’hen Uncle Joe was not rising in 
all his might and in the characteristic 
Cannonesq ue style of fervid oratory to 
denounce the attack s on himself and 
congress, he launched into satire, fa­ 
bles and biting sarcasm levelled at the 
insurgents, Mr. Bryan and others who 
have termed him a “czar.” 
‘‘My God, can all this be true?” 
shouted Uncle Joe, with a smile that 
got the audience, as he finished th£ 
indictment against him. 
Holding back 
the lapels of his coat, standing straight 
as a pine needle and throwing his head 
back , he said with dram atic fervor: 
‘‘Behold Mr. Cannon, the Beelzebub 
of congress. Gaze on this noble, man­ 
ly form — me, Beelzebub — me, the 
czar!” 
Mr. Cannon pulled back the curtain 
of congress, reviewed his more than a 
score of years in congress, gave the 
lie direct to some of his critics, and 
declared that there had been no time 
in all the history of congress when a 
majority could not change the pro­ 
gram or depose a speak er. 
He re­ 
viewed Speak er Reed’s career and told 
how the Democrats got control of the 
congress and of how they then, after 
denouncing Reed as a tyrant, re-enact­ 
ed the Reed rules in toto and did it 
again in the next congress that they 
controlled. 
“And my friend, William J. Bryan 
of Nebrask a, voted for those same 
rules,” shouted Uncle Joe. “He didn’t 
say anything about the ezar business 
then or for many, many years. He did 
not mention the czar business in 1896, 
in 1900 nor in 1904, but he waited un­ 
til he thought everybody had forgotten 
about his vote for the czar rules, and 
then In the Denver platform sai<| that 
the congress of the United States had 
ceased to be a deliberative body and 
was the tool of this Beelzebub, Can­ 
non.” 
Mr. Cannon then pulled back his 
coat and invited his thoroughly de­ 
lighted and enthused audience to gaze 
on the ‘‘manly form of Mr. Beelzebub.”
